SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The advertising material entitled Buy and Wear My Juicy Panties & Lingerie is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The material is a white A4 piece of paper with black text on one side and a black and 
white image of a naked woman on the other. It advertises products of a sexual and/or 
fetishistic nature for purchase via mail order. Products advertised include lingerie and 
sex aids. One advertisement in particular advertises underpants which are soaked in 
urine. The advertisement entices people to purchase the urine soaked underpants to 
fulfill a sexual desire thereby tending to promote and support the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 

The use of urine in association with sexual conduct falls under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Section 3(2) is a 
deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights 
and freedoms in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). Therefore, s14 
of the NZBR Act does not apply to this advertising material as s3(2) of the FVPC Act 
overrides it. 
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
